That we are to 
examine our ſelues the Apoſtle teacheth, Let a man examine 
himfelfe and ſo let him cate of that Bread, and drinke of 
that Cuppe, For he that eateth anddrioketh yaworthily, 
eateth and drinketh damnacion to himſelfe, nor diſcerning 
the Lords Body .1.Cor.11.28.29, . 

The pzincipall matter wherein we are to examine our 
ſelues is touching our Faith, whether we do indeed and ſin- 
cerely beleiue in Jeſus Chriſt, as we make our pꝛofeſſion 
and confeſſion the teot in the Creed. And this alſo the Apoſtle 
adviſeth vs vnto. 2. Cor. 13. 5. Examine your ſelues whether 
you be in the Faith: proue your one ſelues. Now the 
meanes to knowe this much, is by the wozks ol true Faith. 
Ian. 3. 78. I will ſhew thee my Faith by my works, 
The wozks are: 1. Repentance, which hath t wo parts. 
The firſt is a Deteſtation,ſozrowe and comfeſſion of fozmer 
ſinnes.
